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REPORT  TO  THE   LISTENER 

For  months  we  have  been  considering  the  question  of  the  basic  rate  to  be 
charged  for  subscription  to  KPFA.  The  ten-dollar  rate  has  not  been  changed  since 
1949  despite  almost  doubling  the  amount  of  time  we  are  on  the  air,  and  the  presenta- 
tion of  expensive  programs  such  as  the  live  broadcasting  of  the  Carmel  Bach  Festival. 
The  cost  of  living  has  risen  almost  30  per  cent  since  that  time,  and  cost  of  production 
even  more.  Higher  postal  rates,  higher  utility  rates  are  increasing  strains.  To  charge 
a  rate  proportionate  to  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the  programs  is  impossible.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  we  send  the  Folio  to  anyone  who  subscribes  anything,  but  the  frailties 
of  human  nature  frighten  me.  These  are  the  two  extremes. 

Why  increase  the  rates  at  all?  Our  rate  of  growth  is  slow  and  the  envisaged 
revenue  would  not  permit  the  heavy  expenditures  needed  for  replacement  and  new 
equipment.  Not  only  do  we  need  $14,000  to  replace  equipment,  but  we  must  face  up 
to  the  stereo  revolution,  which  we  reluctantly  can  no  longer  regard  as  a  temporary 
craze  but  a  step  at  least  comparable  to  the  replacement  of  78's  by  LP.  The  station 
could  profitably  spend  $25,000  for  equipment  to  give  the  sense  of  "presence"  both 
in  music  and  drama,  live  and  recorded.  And  both  decency  and  the  need  to  keep  gifted 
staff  members  demand  that  some  salaries  be  raised  above  the  $400  figure. 

Two  thousand  subscribers  answered  the  last  questionnaire,  out  of  6,500,  and  90 
per  cent  of  those  answering  said  they  would  continue  to  subscribe  at  a  $15  basic  rate. 
We  have  consulted  with  hundreds  of  people  as  to  the  prudent  figure,  and  advice  has 
been  neatly  divided. 

The  consensus  of  the  staff  is  to  set  the  new  basic  rate  at  $12  annually  with  the 
hope  that  each  subscriber  will  add  a  few  dollars  for  the  special  capital  fund  require- 
ments.
